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Federal Court Refuses To Issue Preliminary Injunction 
Barring Enforcement of Florida Citrus Code Regulations 


A statutory court consisting of three Federal judges has de- 
clined to grant a temporary injunction against the enforcement 
of the Florida Citrus Code and Regulations thereunder, pending 
trial of the litigation seeking to test the constitutionality of those 
provisions (see INFORMATION LETTER of October 1, page 307). 


The basis for the court’s decision 
at this preliminary stage was that it 
did not feel that irreparable injury 
would occur while the case was being 
tried. During the course of its opin- 
ion, which was delivered October 29, 
the court stated: 

“We entertain some doubt as to 
whether the State of Florida may 
prevent the shipment or sale in Inter- 
state Commerce of certain juice and 
concentrates unless labelled ‘Substand- 
ard,’ when, concededly, such juice and 
concentrates are entirely 
wholly non-deleterious, — uite pala- 
table, and when no other State has 
such restrictions against this product; 
with the result that the same product 
from any State other than Florida can 

freely be sold in commerce without 
pene its inferiority. We do not 
nd it necessary to decide the question

Waste Study Conducted 
On Tomatoes and Lima Beans 


Robert A. Canham of the Washing- 
ton Research Laboratory returned to 
Association headquarters this week 
following a season-long study of to- 
mato and lima bean waste disposal 
as a pattern for disposal of waste 
from other canning plants. 

Full-scale experimental work on 
anaerobic digestion of tomato and 
lima bean waste was conducted by 
Mr. Canham at the Stokely plant at 
Greenwood, Ind. The work was a 
continuation of previous experimental 
work, all sponsored by the Indiana 
Canners Association and administered 
by Purdue University. 


By mixing the waste as it entered 
the pond or lagoon from the sewers 
of the canning plant, the test plan 
called for speeding bacterial action 
which would reduce the odor resulting 
from the waste being collected in the

FAO Conference To Discuss 
Point IV and Clearing House 


World-wide production and market- 
ing prospects for fruits, vegetables 
and fish will figure prominently in dis- 
cussions this month by the FAO on 
Point IV and the establishment of an 
Commodity Clearing 

ouse. 


The situation with respect to avail- 
ability of these and other agricultural 
commodities doubtless will influence, 
to some extent, the speed with which 
the FAO begins to activate these pro- 
grams, listed on the agenda for con- 
sideration by the Food and Agricul- 
ture Organization at its fifth session, 
to be held in Washington beginning 
November 21. 


Point IV has high priority on the 
conference agenda. A report by the 
Director-General recently proposed 
that “in addition to sanctioning the 
participation of FAO in the program, 
the conference should give detailed 
consideration to the views of member 
governments on methods for conduct- 
ing such a program and on the most 
urgent needs for action.” 

Point IV is the proposed program 
of technical assistance to the under- 
developed areas of the world. Presi- 
dent Truman has asked for first-year

Wage-Hour Amendments 
To Be Effective Jan. 25 


The 75-cent statutory mini- 
mum wage and other amend- 
ments to the Fair Labor Stand- 
ards Act will be effective 
January 25, 1950, instead of 
January 24, according to an 
announcement by the Labor De- 
partment. 


Satisfactory Progress Made 
On New N.C.A. Building 


Considerable progress has been 
made on construction of the Associa- 
tion’s new headquarters and labora- 
tory building since the date of the 
last report in the INFORMATION Ler- 
TER on September 24. 


Concrete for the second and third 
floors has been poured, and it is ex- 
pected that concrete for the roof will 
be poured by the middle of November. 


Installation of plumbing, heating, 
air conditioning, and electrical service 
lines is keeping pace with other con- 
struction work. Oil tanks for heat- 
ing and auxiliary equipment have been 
installed. 

Granite for the front base of the 
building is in Washington and enough 
limestone to cover part of the front 
of the building is in transit and it 
is expected that the balance will be 
shipped at an early date. A carload 
of face brick has been delivered at 
the building site. 

Fabricated iron for both stairways 
is on the building site and is ready 
for installation. 


Developments in Standards 
Hearings Reviewed by Austern 


A paper reviewing “Current Devel- 
opments in Food Standards Proceed- 
ings,” delivered by H. Thomas Au- 
stern, of Association Counsel, before 
the Division of Food, Drug, and Cos- 
metic Law, in the Section of Corpora- 
tion, Banking and Mercantile Law of 
the American Bar Association, in St. 
Louis, September 7, appears in the 
September issue of the Food and Drug 
Cosmetic Law Quarterly. 


Mr. Austern's presentation first 
deals with the tendency of food stand- 
ards proceedings to become prolonged, 
citing as one example the record on 
the current bread hearings, which at 
the time of his report had run up a 
transcript of 15,572 pages, or well 
over 3,000,000 words, plus an addi- 
tional 4,000 pages covering 461 ex- 
hibits. The article deals at length 
with the right of cross-examination 
and cites an instance that occurred 
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STANDARDS 


during the hearings on canned corn 
standards when the presiding officer 
upheld a Government witness’ claim 
that facts sought to be disclosed on 
grading methods were confidential to 
the Department of Agriculture. The 
final section of the paper argues that 
“no standard may be lawfully issued 
on the unsupported premise that 
standardization is generally desir- 
able.”

appropriations of $45,000,000 to help 
finance an over-all United Nations 
program as well as direct U. S. as- 
sistance. 

The United Nations program, as 
announced June 2, calls for the em- 
ployment of technicians from both 
government and industry, to advise 
and give technical aid through the 
various specialized agencies of the 
UN, of which FAO is only one. FAO’s 
share in the over-all UN program 
would cost $20,000,000 over two years. 

Planners foresee improved produc- 
tion, transportation, and marketing 
of agricultural and fishery products 
through adoption of proper methods 


of planting, use of the soil, and other 
modern techniques. 


Creation of an International Com- 
modity Clearing House was proposed 
to the 58 member governments of 
FAO several months ago. 


The proposed ICCH would be a pub- 
lic corporation with a capital invest- 
ment of $5,000,000,000 contributed by 
member countries in their national 
currencies. Its operation would be 
intended to permit surplus-producing 
countries to keep output of agricul- 
tural commodities at high levels with- 
out resort to restrictive measures, 
and to enable importing countries 
to obtain such of these commodities 
as are needed. Currencies would be 
redeemed and the accounts of export- 
ing countries cleared through the 
ICCH. A general expansion of world 
trade would be anticipated. 


The FAO Director-General has 
urged that member governments be 
prepared for early action, beginning 
at the conference this month, and has 
indicated that by that time he would 
propose fuller details of the organi- 
zation and procedure of the ICCH. 
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FARM PRODUCTS 


CCC Price Support Program 


The net realized loss on the price 
support program for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1949, was $254,000,000, 
according to an announcement by 
Ralph S. Trigg, president of the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation. The Gov- 
ernment’s total investment in the CCC 
price support program as of July 31, 
1949, was reported at $2,450,000,000. 

Of the total investment, loans out- 
standing totaled $1,400,000,000 and 
inventories acquired under loan, pur- 
chase agreement and direct purchase 
operations represented an investment 
of $1,050,000,000. 

Included in the group of commodi- 
ties for which CCC had granted loans 
totaling $37,734,922 were potatoes and 
dry edible beans and peas. In the 
group for which CCC reported an in- 
ventory investment of $157,296,280 
were dried fruit, dry edible beans and 
peas, and corn. 


Potato Marketing Programs 


Marketing agreement programs 
cover about 54 percent of total U. 8. 
potato production and more than 65 
percent of the late crop, according 
to a report by the Production and 
Marketing Administration, USDA. 


The programs cover areas in Maine, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
North Dakota, Eastern South Dakota, 
Colorado, Idaho, and Oregon, and the 
early commercial counties of North 
Carolina and Virginia. 


The Department of Agriculture 
ruled last week that growers of early 
crop potatoes in California would be 
ineligible for price support for their 
1950 and subsequent crops because of 
the growers’ rejection of a proposed 
marketing agreement and order pro- 
gram. 


Exports of U. S. Oranges 


The Production and Marketing Ad- 
ministration, USDA, announced on 
November 2 that it will develop a pro- 
gram to encourage exports of oranges 
from the United States to European 
countries eligible to receive aid under 
the Foreign Assistance Act of 1948. 
The program will provide for pay- 
nents up to one-half of the f.a.s. 
U. S. port price (computed before 
deduction of such payment). A near- 
record production of oranges is in 
prospect this season, and the program 
will assist in marketing the crop, 
PMA stated. 


Brokerage Profession 
Described in N.F.B.A. Book 


Three college students provided the 
text of a new publication issued by 
the National Food Brokers Associa- 
tion. Entitled Students View The 
Food Broker, the book contains the 
first three prize-winning manuscripts 
in the 1948-49 college contest spon- 
sored by N. F. B. A. 

Major portions of the three manu- 
scripts are reproduced in the book. 
The portions were chosen with the 
aim of achieving an over-all picture 
of the food brokerage profession. Cop- 
ies can be obtained without charge 
from N. F. B. A. 


STATISTICS 


Preliminary Census Estimate 


Provisional estimates of the popula- 
tion of the United States, by regions, 
divisions and states, for July 1, 1949, 
were released November 4 by the Bu- 
reau of the Census. The total civilian 
population as of July 1 was reported 
at 147,752,000, an increase of 12.4 per- 
cent over April 1, 1940. 


Poultry Canned in September 


The quantity of poultry canned or 
used in canning during September 
totaled 8,330,000 pounds, the smallest 
quantity for any month so far during 
1949, according to the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics. The total used 
during the nine months of this year is 
12 percent less than the total used 
during the same period a year ago.

Carl A. Swanson 


Carl A. Swanson, 70, president of 
C. A. Swanson & Sons, Omaha, Nebr., 
died recently while in Chicago. 

Mr. Swanson had shared with a 
partner in the development of one of 
the largest and most important mar- 
keting organizations for poultry in 
the country. 


The name of the firm was changed 
to C. A. Swanson & Sons in 1945. 
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
